During the campaign last fall a 
good deal was said about a cargo of 
Russian barley shipped 
direct from 
London by a M ilwaukee malster by i G*Pearl Btreet" 
the name of Kraus. 
It was alleged by 
the democrats that the whole transac­ 
tion was a m yth, sprung on the peo­ 
ple for campaign purposes. 
It now transpires that there was no 
m yth about it, but that Mr. Kraus 
actually bought through James McAl­ 
pin, the London representative in Mil 
Waukee, a cargo of 107,000 bushels of 
Russian barley, the contract price be­ 
ing 47 cents. 
Mr. Kraus claimed that 
the cargo was to be of the 1893 crop, 
and on 
its arrival in New York he 
w ent east to inspect it, and after ex ­ 
amination refused to accept the ship­ 
m ent. 
This left the cargo on Mr. Mc- 
A1 pin’s bands andQhe was obliged ty 
sell on the open market, which he did, 
Mr. Kraus becoming the purchaser at 
41 £ cents or 5A cents less than the 
contract price. 
The barley was then 
shipped to M ilwaukee and analyzed 
by 
Mr. 
Kraus, 
who pronounced 
it 
equal 
to 
American 
bar­ 
ley. 
He 
was 
about 
to 
give 
the 
public 
the 
benefit 
of 
his analysis, when Mr. McAlpin, the 
London agent called on the arbitra­ 
tion com m ittee of 
the Milwaukee 
chamber of commerce, to decide the 
question of quality, claim ing that bis 
contract with Mr. Kraus called for 
1894 barley, equal in quality to the 
crop of 
1893. 
The committee was 
furnished with samples of American 
and Russian barley, ai d after a care­ 
ful analysis decided that the imported 
graia was equal in every respect to 
the home product. 
Mr. McAlpin then 
called on Mr. Krausi for 15,800, the 
difference between the contract price, 
47 cents, and the price paid in open 
market, 41 £ cents. 
Mr. 
Kraus w ill 
carry the case to the court of appeals 
Mr. McAlpin claims that had Mr 
Kraus taken the cargo as contracted, 
th at he would have placed at least 
1,000,000 bushels in the eastern mar 
ket during the winter, as under the 
present tariff it can be profitably done 
This transaction is a menace to 
American farmers. 
Russia has al­ 
ready captured the German market, 
and is likely to gain a good foothold 
Id this country, before the pernicious 
tariff law can be changed. 
The Amer­ 
ican farmer who voted the democratic 
ticket has occasion to congratulate 
him self. 
Will he do it again? Well, not this 
year; he possesses too much intelli­ 
gence to be caught in the same trap 
twice. 
For downright im becility and delib 
orate suicide, the democratic party 
captures the medal.
